2, Two trains of sealed freizht cars, the shirping labels of which 
carry the inserivtion “dispatched abroad", but without any data on 
tre load . 


3, Two coal trains, 


4, The same number of trains-six-return empty from Poland every day. 


Renort is in agreenent with information obtained from the pertinent 
records issued by the Lastern cone Lirectorate General, Railroads, 

according to which an averace of five or six eastbound trains pass 

through this border crossing station every day and a corresponding 

nunber of trains, mostly empty, dally return from the ggst. 
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
